iPrends, leaving door open 
jiikrds flexible peace moves

AMMAN — The Palestine National Council 
(PNC) ended its 17th session Thursday, ent- 
rusting the Executive Committee of the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation (PLO) to 
reply to His Majesty King Hussein’s caU-for a 
joint Jordanian-Paiestinian initiative to solve 
tiie 'Palestinian problem and leaving the door 
open for widened political moves on the part 
of the Palestinian leadership. 


v ; : A political report issued at tbe 
end of eight days of deliberations 
. over a host of issues, ranging from 
King HusSein's call for joint tni- 
tistiv&.io jPLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat’s controversial visit to 
Egypt and the organisation’ s rel- 
ations with Syria, however rei- 
terated- the FLO'S rejection of 
United Nations. Security Council 
Resolution 242, but welcomed the 
IQng^sreaffifroation of his support 


for the organisation as the sole leg- 
itimate representative of the Pal- 
estinian people and its role in any 
efforts for peace on a equal foo- 
ting with all other parties involved 
in die Middle East conflict. 

Despite the obvious reluctance 
cm the part of the PNC to endorse 
the King's cal! for a joint 
Jordanian-Paiestinian initiative 
based on U.N. Resolution 242, 
the fact that the council, in its pol- 


itical report issued at the end of 
eight days of deliberations, left the 
issue to the PLO Executive Com- 
mittee was seen by observers as a 
definite sign that the organisation 
would welcome any peace ini- 
tiative which would set as pre- 
conditions the establishment of an 
independent Palestinian state and 
recognition of the Palestinian 
people’s right to self- 
determination. 

The observers base their con- 
clusions on tbe composition of the 
new Executive Committee, most 
of the members of which are con- 
sidered moderate and prone to 
accept solutions for a peaceful set- 
tlement which would guarantee 
the legitimate rights of the Pal- 
estinians to statehood and self- 
determination. 

The political report emphasised 
and welcomed tbe King’s rei- 
teration of Jordan's support for 
the PLO .e sole legitimate rep- 

resentative of the Palestinian peo- 
ple and its role in any peace efforts 
on an equal footing with all other 
parties involved in the Middle 


East conflict. 

The report, read out by the head 
of the PNC Political Committee. 
Nabil Sha'ath, stated that any 
basis for such an international 
conference should be an Arab 
plan endorsed in 1982 at the Fez- 
summit. 

The FLO'S rejection of Res- 
olution 242 stems from the doc- 
ument's reference to the Pal- 
estinians as refugees and not ref- 
erring to the right of the Pal- 
estinian people to statehood. 

The political report, which ref- 
erred to a host of issues ranging 
from the Kingfs proposal to PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat’s con- 
troversial fence-mending with 
Egypt and the organisation’s tro- 
ubled relations with Syria, also 
provided for wider room for pol- 
itical moves by the PLO lea- 
dership, in that it set guidelines to 
normalise relations with Syria and 
reunify the Palestinian ranks 
based on majority decisions rather

“one of the perceptions." How- 
ever, he did not express an out- 
right rejection of the proposal. 

Mr. Arafat said that resolutions 
adopted by most Arab countries at 
the Fez sumach in Morocco in 
1982 constitute the most feasible 
formula. "In our recent meeting 
with King Hussein, we agreed on 
' this point,” he said. 

“We have failed last year in our 
talks with Jordan and now there is 
no reason why we should not try 
again,” he said at the press con- 
ference which was attended .by 
PNC Speaker Sheikh Abdul 
Hamid Saeh. 

On differences within the PLO 
and in the Palestinian arena, Mr. 
Arafat said some of the dif- 
ferences were caused “by some 
Arab countries which used Pal- 
estinian factions as tools.”

BEIRUT (Agencies) — Rival mil- 
itias battled with mortars and mul- 
tiple rocket launchers in the hills 
overlooking Israel's “front line” 
in South Lebanon Friday. Police 
said they had no immediate cas- 
ualty reports. 

There was no indication what 
triggered tbe two-hour duel, the 
latest in a series of almost daily 
eruptions that threaten to make 
the Kharroub region Lebanon’s 
new flashpoint. 

Tbe area is about 25 kilometres 
southeast of Beirut ' and com- 
mands the final stretch of the 
coastal highway that links the 
Lebanese capital with Israel's 
Awafi River “front line.” 

Reporters in Sidon said that the 
sounds of shell and rocket exp- 
losions were clearly beard in the 
city, which is the provincial capital 
of Israeli-occupied south Lebanon 
about ! 5 kilometres below Kha- 


rroub. 

Hostilities in tbe region have 
increaserd since the Lebanese 
government of President Amin 
Gemayel announced three weeks 
ago that agreement had been rea- 
ched on a security plan to deploy 
regular army units on the south- 
bound coasted highway. 

The operation originally was set 
to get under way this coming Sun- 
day, but Nabih Bern, the State 
minister for South Lebanon, has 
announced that it has been put off 
until Thursday. 

In Beirut, meanwhile, thefts, 
bombings and shoo touts persisted 
on the streets despite a security 
plan enforced by the army five 
days ago. 

A police report listed 10 cash 
-and car thefts, two explosions, and 
several shooting incidents on Thu- 
rsday and overnight Friday with 
six people killed and 12 wounded 


WASHINGTON (AP) — West 
Gentian Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
cautioned Friday against having 
“too high expectations’* "for the 
January meeting between U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
and Soviet Foreign Minister And- 
rei. Gromyko. 

“One has to have patience,” he 
said in., an NBC Television int- 
erview- “and we Europeans feel 
that every- possible opportunity 
should betaken which may help to 
bring about a reasonable sol- 
ution.” 

Dr. Kohl arrived in Washington 
Thursday for a quick round of 
.meetings with President Ronald ■ 
Reagan andsemor admi n i stra tion 
officials. to. belp shape WekaTi 
strategy for upcoming U^. -Soviet 

•talks. . 


Asked if he would regard the . 
U.S. -Soviet meeting as a thaw in 
an icy relationship. Dr. Kohl said 
he was not happy about the term. 
“A thaw is always a forerunner of 
spring and spring ordinarily is fol- 
lowed by summer. I'm not willing 
to go as far as that But this is an 
indication, a first signal, and per- 
haps may lead to the production of 
a whole bunch of spring flowers.” 

The West German leader said 
that the fact “that this meeting will 
take place on this high level in its- 
elf justifies some measure of opt- 
imism.” 

He noted that a year ago Mos- 
cow felt that the Europeans and 
particularly the West Germans 
"would not be able to keep their 
premise on what had been agreed 
upon by NATO” for deployment 


of intermediate range missiles. 

Although the thrust of Dr. 
KohTs discussions in the U.S. will 
be cm East- West affairs, tbe visitor 
is expected to raise thorny eco- 
nomic disagreements between the 
United States and Europe. 

Tbe sources said Dr. Kohl 
would warn Mr. Reagan that only 
the Soviet Union would benefit if 
the economies of Western Eur- 
ope, still suffering from mass 
unemployment, were further 
damaged. 

Diplomatic sources in Bonn 
said before Dr. KohTs departure 
that the chancellor would express 
concern over a potential trade war.

Jordan calls on U.N. to 
implement its resolutions 


AMMAN (J.T.) — His Majesty 
King Hussein Friday called on the 
United Nations to “shoulder its 
responsibilities towards the Pal- 
estinian people and to implement 
its resolutions on the Palestine 
question." 

In a message to the U.N. special 
committee on Palestine marking 
the anniversary of the Int- 
ernational Day of Solidarity with 
the Palestinian People, the King 
pointed out that Israel is pressing 
ahead with its efforts to con- 
solidate the occupation of Arab 
lands in defiance of international 
wfll and exercising oppressive 
measures against the Palestinian 
people. 

The message, read out by Jor- 
dan’s permanent representative to 
the U.N., Abdullah SaJah. also rei- 
terated Jordan's call for an int- 
erna lional conference on the 
Middle East. 

“Jordan, in Us interests to meet 
its national and historical res- 
ponsibilities, calls on the int- 
ernational community to shoulder 
its responsibility towards the ach- 
ievement of peace in the Middle 
East through an international con- 


ference with the participation of 
all parties concerned, in addition 
to the two superpowers and the 
permanent members of the U.N. 
Security Council." the message 
said. 

The message also called on the 
U.N. to implement Security Cou- 
ncil Resolution 242 “which pro- 
vides for exchange of land for 
peace, thtis enabling the Pal- 
estinian people to exercise their 
right to self-determination in the 
Palestinian national soil. like all 
other people.” 

King Hussein also expressed 
appreciation to the special U.N. 
committee for its “faithful and 
dedicated role and efforts to assist 
the Palestinian people in restoring 
their legitimate rights and ena- 
bling them to live in peace and 
independence.” 

In reply to the Kings message. 
the committee’s chairman, Sen- 
egal's permanent representative 
to the U.N.. asked Mr. Saleh to 
convey the committee's gratitude 
to King Hussein, said the Jor- 
danian News Agency, which rel- 
eased the text of the King’s mes- 
sage. 


Suspect arrested in Athens 
attempt on Jordanian diplomat 


ATHENS (Agencies) — Greek 
border police on Friday arrested a 
Moroccan passport-holder as a 
suspect in an assassination att- 
empt Thursday against a high- 
ranking Jordanian diplomat in 
Athens, a police spokesman in the 
Greek capital said. 

The suspect was identified as 
Amar Mabruki, the spokesman, 
who asked not to be named, said. 

Tbe spokesman said Mabruki 
was arrested at 7:30 a.m. (0530 
GMT) as he was leaving Greece at 
the Idomeni checkpoint on the 
northern border with Yugoslavia. 

A gunman tried to open fire on 
a car driven by Assim Qutaishat. 
40, deputy chief of mission at the 
Jordanian embassy here on Thu- 
rsday afternoon. 

But the assailant’s automatic 
pistol jammed and he escaped on a 
motorcycle. 

The diplomat’s two children 

were also in the car when the inc- 
ident took place in a residential 
street in the Psyvhico suburb 


north of the city. 

The motorcycle was later (raced 
to a rental agency in the seaside 
suburb of Giyfada, where police 
were told it had been rented Nov. 
8 by a Moroccan passport holder. 

The police spokesman said 
Mabruki was being escorted to 
Athens for questioning. 

First reports from police sou- 
rces said Jordanian Ambassador 
Awad Khaldi. who took up his 
post in Athens two months ago, 
had been the victim of an attack, 
but later police confirmed that Mr. 
Qutaishat was the intended target 
of the attack. 

On Nov. 7. 1983, a non- 
diplomatic employee of the Jor- 
danian embassy was shoL dead and 
another seriously injured when a 
gunman opened fire on them in 
Athens. 

Shortly before that incident, the 
Jordanian ambassadors in Rome 
and New Delhi had been shot and 
wounded.

The paper’s foreign editor Jos- 
eph Finklestone said in a report 
from Cairo that he was given the 
details in an exclusive interview 
with Dr. Boutros Ghali, minister 
of state at the Egyptian Foreign 
Ministry.

Ghali assaying that Egyptian Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak's gov- 
ernment is ready to resume talks 
with Israel on condition that there 
would be both Jordanian and Pal- 
estinian participation.

“Therefore the PLO and Israel 
certainly would not sit down at a 
table but negotiations would be 
taking place in effect between Isr- 
ael and the Palestinians 

Asked if the Israelis or the Pal- 
estinians would accept this for- 
mula, Mr. Finklestone told the 
BBC: 

“My impression is that the Pal- 
estinians would be ready to accept

Starfighters 


GCC summit ends with plan 


to promote Iran-lraq dialogue 


ANKARA (R) — Canada will 
supply Turkey with 20 CF-104 
fighter-bombers being phased out 
of its air force, Canadian Defence . 
Minister Robert Coates said Fri- 
day 

He told a news conference the 
transfer was one of the subjects 
discussed during what he called, 
useful and positive meetings with. 
Turkish military and government 
' leaders. 

Turkey will start receiving the 
CF-104, the Canadian version of 
the McDonnel- Douglas Sta- 
rfighter, under a NATO plan from 
January 1986. Mr. Coates said. 

The Canadian minister, acc- 
ompanied by senior military off- 
icers. had talks Thursday with 
Deputy Prime Minister Kaya 
Erdem and Friday with Defence 
Minister Zeki Yavuzturk and the 
chief of general staff. General 
Necdet Urug. He was also seeing • 
Prime Minister Turgut Ozal. 

Mr. Coates said his talks inc- 
luded parliamentary cooperation 
and the possibility of forming bus- 
iness councils for the private sec- 
tor. 

He said he had “very significant 
discussions “on Canada’s bid to 
supply Turkey with 50 De Hav- 
iiland of Canada Buffalo transport 
planes and also talked about Can- 
ada's hopes of supplying Turkey's 
first nuclear power station. 

Mr. Coates arrived in Ankara 
Thursday. 

Italy is also competing with its 
Aeritalia G-222 and Casa of Spain 
with the CN-234. 

Atomic Energy of Canada Lim- 
ited is competing against West 
Germany’s Kraftwerk Union to 
supply Turkey's first nuclear 
power station. 


KUWAIT (RJ — A three-day 
summit of Gulf Arab leaders 
ended here Thursday with an ann- 
ouncement that the six heads of 
state had drafted ideas designed to 
prepare the way for peace talks 
between Iran and Iraq. 

The final statement of the sum- 
mit said the Gulf Cooperation 
Council (GCC). which groups 
Oman. Qatar, Kuwait, Bahrain, 
Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates, was “prepared to und- 
ertake any direct endeavour which 
might bring about progress tow- 
ards dialogue and negotiations” 
between the two warring states. 

“In this regard the council drew 
up ideas it hopes will meet with the 
required response,” the sta- 
tement, read by GCC Secretary- 
General Abdullah Bishara, 
added. 

He gave no indication what the 
Arab states had in mind. GCC off- 
icials have already ruled out -sen- 
ding a GCC peace mission toTeh- 
riflrto plead with the Iranians. 

The heads of state appreciated 
Iraq's response to U.N. res- 
olutions on the four-year-old con- 
flict and called on Iran to con- 
tribute to peace efforts, the sta- 
tement said. 


Iraq has repeatedly expressed 
readiness to negotiate an end to 
the war, but Iran says it will go on 
fighting until the Iraqi gov- 
ernment is overthrown. 

The summit took place only 80 
kilometres from-the southernmost 
tip of the Gulf war battlefiront, 
amid expressions of deep anxiety 
at the continuation of the fighting. 

On defence cooperation, the 
subject which aroused most press 
speculation during the talks, the 
communique said only that the 
summit had reviewed the work of 
specialist defence and security 
committees. 

“It stressed the importance of 
these achievements, which aim to 
translate the principle of self- 
reliance into a tangible reality 
ensuring that the peoples of the 
GCC states carry responsibility 
for their own defence,” the com- 
munique added. 

Gulf press reports have said the 
leaders might decide on a common 
military command, joint air def- 
ence or a Gulf rapid deployment 
force to intervene if any of the six 
states were dragged into war. If 
they did, Mr. Bishara made no 
reference to it. 

The secretary-general did. 


however, announce two practical 
steps towards turning the GCC 
into a Gulf common market. 

He said the six governments had 
decided to give preferential tre- 
atment to goods produced within 
the region and had agreed on a 
formula regulating the right of 
GCC citizens to own real estate in 
other member states. 

Sultan Qaboos Ibn Said of 
Oman, who will be the host at the 
GCC su mmi t next year, told the 
final session the GCCs ach- 
ievements may seem modest so for 
compared to its aspirations but the 
alliance could look to the future 
with confidence. 


Diplomats had predicted that 
the summit would not produce any 
dramatic results, partly because 
the interests of the six states are so 
similar that they can easily contain 
any differences of opinion that 
may emerge. 


On developments in the wider 
Arab World, the summit sta- 
tement said the GCC was willing 
to take part in attempts to ease 
tensions between rival Arab sta- 
tes, although it made no specific 
suggestions as to how this might be 
done. 


Arab Dentists Federation ends meeting 


BAGHDAD (Petra) — The 13th 
conference of the Arab Dentists 
Federation Thursday concluded 
its seven-day meetings here and 
decided to contribute towards a 
fund for supporting dentists in the 
occupied Arab territories and to 
allocate four scholarships in den- 
tistry to students in the occupied 
Arab territories. 

In a statement to the Jordanian 
News Agency, Petra. Dr. Walid 


Maraqa, president of the Jor- 
danian Dentists Association and 
head of the Jordanian delegation 
said Jordan’s delegation pre- 
sented three scientific researches 
dealing with the most modern 
methods of treating dental dis- 
eases. 

Dr. Maraqa added that among 
the decisions adopted at the con- 
ference were changing the fed- 
eration's infrastructure and for- 


mation of the Higher Council 
which grouped two Jordanian 
dentists, namely Dr. Mohammad 
Obeidat and Dr. Abdul Aziz AJ 
Haj, in addition to formation of 
the federation’s sub-committees. 

The 14th Arab Dentists Con- 
ference will be held in Amman in 
April. 1986, Dr. Maraqa said. 

Taking part in the conference 
were dentists representing nin e 
Arab countries.

Libya, Malta sign security pact

AMMAN — A collision Friday 
night on the University highway 
caused severe damage to two cars 
but no casualties were reported.

Also, the min- 
istry will distribute in-kind ass- 
istance to hospitals and to needy 
families, the statement added. 


Shounah collision leaves 17 injured 

SHOUNAH (J.T.) — Seventeen people were injured in a road 
accident which took place Thursday evening when a bus, a mot- 
orcycle and a lorry collided near tbe Shounah triangle in the 
Jordan Valley area. The casualhies were taken to Ma' az Ibn Jabal 
hospital in Shounah. Rescue teams from the Civil Defence Dep- 
artment and teams from nearby hospitals took pan in the rescue 
operation.

Hassan stresses need for 
study on expatriate youth

AMMAN — His Royal Highness Crown Prince Has- 
san stressed the need for a scientific approach in the 
study of the problems facing Jordanian youths abr- 
oad which he described as a new subject which has 
not been discussed before. 


irraan Abdullah Al Khatib str- 
essed that tbe import ance.of social 
work is derived from the ded- 
ication of the staff working in the 
social work field and that G UVS is 
keen on building relations of coo- 
rdination with government aut- 
horities which support the work of 
GUVS. 

Speaking about the Con- 
tributions made by GUVS to the 
various charitable societies in Jor- 
dan, Dr. Khatib said that tbe org- 
anisation has distributed JD 

50,000 to. these societies to sup- 
port their projects and activities. 


Speaking at tbe opening of a 
seminar on “Problems of Jor- 
danian Expatriate Students and 
Workers" Thursday, Prince Has- 
san also said that any approach to 
study this social problem should 
be based on facts and figures and 
not on a descriptive basis. 

The seminar, organised by the 
Forum Hum anum- Jordan (FHJ) 
and held at the Faculty of Trade 
and Commerce at the University 
of Jordan, discussed three wor- 
king papers related to the social 
and political adjustments of exp- 
atriate youth. 

Prince Hassan said: *'We con- 
sider manpower as a basic asset. 
We need to cover all the aspects of 
I this problem since almost 

300,000 Jordanian labourers are 
abroad including students". He 
added that once reliable inf- 
ormation is gathered through civil 
authority surveys only then can 
the Ministry of Education and 
other authorities concerned with 
youth make a sound judgement 
based on numbers and not on 
value judgements. 

The Crown Prince also stressed 
the role of educational texts used 
in both the preparatory .and sec- 
ondary stages in schools saying: 
“These texts should refine the 
students personality and his pat- 
riotism and sense of belonging 
before these students graduate." 

Constructive approach 

He also suggested that both stu- 
dents and teachers should offer 
constructive remarks in trying to 
face and solve the current pro- 
blems of Jordanian youth. He poi- 
nted out that Jordanian youth 
should have a profound edu- 
cational background that will ass-' 
ist them in the future. Objective 
dialogue, direct participation and 
decision making should be end- 
orsed throughout the educational 
process, instead of adopting to 
■education as.a memorisation pro- 
cess, he said. 

Prince Hassan said that society 


should establish a responsible and 
objective dialogue, especially if 
we consider our society as a dev- 
eloped and open society. These 
objective and responsible dia- 
logues assist in developing pat- 
riotism, he added. 

PrinceHassan also said that the 
social adjustment of Jordanian 
students abroad and the problems 
faced by them should be of int- 
erest and if important significance 
to the Jordanian universities 
which should initiate a study with 
tbe help of similar institutions 
abroad. Such a study would assist 
in understanding the social coh- 
esion of these students when they 
return, he said. He also stressed 
the fact that students who study 
abroad should always remain not- 
ified about their homeland news 
as well as keeping up to date on 
the news of the countries in which 
they are living. 

PrinceHassan said that low inc- 
ome classes spend so much money 
to cover their children’s tuition 
fees and living expenses without 
having the least idea about the 
problems these children are facing 
abroad. He also hoped that the 
Forum Hum anum would initiate 
special dialogue on current pro- 
blems of social or agricultural pol- 
icies and military conscription. 

Working papers 

Suleiman Arar, deputy prime 


minister and Minister of Interior, 
presented a working paper on 
"Multiplicity of Political Aff- 
iliation Abroad." The paper dis- 
cussed the political problems that 
Jordanian youth are facing abr- 
oad. and Lhe solutions that have 
been adapted by foreign countries 
in trying to solve this problem. Mr. 
Alar’s paper said that establishing 
student unions abroad is not a sol- 
ution to this problem. 

The second working paper was 
cm “Jordanian Students Social 
Adaptation Abroad." presented 
by Mr. Watid Maoalli. It discussed 
the social problems Jordanian 
youth encounter in trying ro adjust 
to their new society. He blamed 
the Ministry of Education and the 
Jordanian diplomatic missions for 
not offering and assisting the stu- 
dents before they leave Jordan 
and upon their arrival in the new 
country, a fact which he said is due 
to the limited budget of both org- 
anisations. 

A third paper, presented by Mr. 
Naji Amairah, discussed “The 
Expatriate's Relation to the Hom- 
eland". The paper reviewed the 
concept of expatriation and the 
rights and responsibilities of the 
expatriate. 

Prince Hassan then commented 
on the seminar and evaluated the 
three papers. He stressed the 
Forum Human urn's active par- 
ticipation as a Forum for obj- 
ective. democratic and res- 
ponsible dialogue. 

Attending the seminar wereDT. 
Abdul Salara Al MajalL president 
of the University of Jordan, and 
Dr. Adnan Badran, president of 
Yarmouk University and faculty 
members of both universities as 
well as members of the Forum 
Humanum.

FYiday’s 


Al Ra i . Ending the freeze 


THE OFFICIAL communique issued at thexonclusion of the PNCs 
17th session entrusted the PLO's Executive Committee to study the 
Jordanian perception of the joint Jordanian- Palestinian move and to 
study it in accordance with decisions of former PNC sessions, at the 
top of which is the rejection of the United Nations Resolution 242. 
The communique also sard that referring the Jordanian perception to 
the PLO's Executive Committee for study comes in preparation for a 
joint move within the framework of cooperation among Arab cou- 
ntries. 

The decision on referring the perceptive for study is one of the 
rights of the PNC. and Jordan in turn has stressed more than once 
that it respects the Palestinian decision and will support it. Despite 
this, it is worth remembering that the time factor plays a sound role in 
the course of the accelerating events in our area and that if we do not 
make use of this time factor in the interest of our cause, our enemy 
will use it as an arm, in addition to the ones it already has, to fight us 
and to Judaise the land and evict its inhabitants. This simply means 
that political work can not wait indefinitely because long waiting 
increases the state of freeze our cause is currently passing through. It 
also increases the state of indifference by a number of the int- 
ernational community's countries since such delay pushes the Pal- 
estine question down to one of the lowest priorities. 

Therefore, the PLO Executive Committee bears a big res- 
ponsibility to move quickly because the Palestine question does not 
allow for more Arab political freeze. Arabs should also crystallise a 
clear joint move to get the Palestine question out of the present state 
of suspension because no other parties will volunteer to find solution 
for their just cause. 


Sawt Al Shaab: Starting a new stage 


WITH THE victory the free Palestinian will has gained and with a 
revitalisation of the Palestinian national legitimacy, the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation institutions have restored their unified dec- 
ision and decisive word in the Palestinian struggle to restore the 
rights, to liberate the land and to get rid of the shackles of hegemony 
and confiscation of decisions. The PLO has achieved an unp- 
recedented success in view of the great support the PNC has gained 
from large sectors of the Palestinian and Arab people, thus gaining a 
new impetus to move actively and to start a new phase of political 
struggle. 

. To avoid committing the same positions and mistakes of the past, 
the political work warranted by the nature of this stage and the 
current situations in the occupied Arab territories requires adopting 
an objective attitude towards the formulas proposed for a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian move, particularly after the world's attention 
has been diverted to other international and regional issues. Agr- 
eeing to a joint Jordanian-Palestinian formula requires untiring and 
continuous work by both Jordanians and Palestinians so that they can 
formulate a nucleus for a unified Arab stand towards the Palestine 
question which can in turn be presented to the whole world.

Al Ra'i: Building on a nucleus 


rN HIS meeting with the representatives of the Palestinian refugees 
in Jordan. King Hussein reiterated the importance of Jordanian- 
Palestinian joint action which he described as the nucleus upon w’hich 
joint Arab action can be built. In fact, the Jordanian-Palestinian 
hand is eligible to make moves towards breaking the deadlock in the 
pursuit of a solution to the Middle East question. It is a nucleus which 
can gather around it a joint Arab force that can launch an offensive 
towards solving the whole Arab-Israeli conflict. 

Jordan is keen on preserving the right of the Palestinian people to ' 
take their own independent decision, something which the King 
reaffirmed in his speech to ihe-PaJestine National Council which 
groups representatives of the Palestinians. 

The role which the council and these representatives can play 
should be clear to all. but if joined by the Jordanians the action will 
have a more meaningful impact on the regional and international 
levels. This joint effort is required in view of the enormous challenges 
and the serious dangers confronting the Palestinians and their cause. 


Al Diistour: Respecting Resolutions 


THE DAY of' Solidarity with the Palestinian people which fell 
Thursday has been an annual practice, called for by the United 
Nations General Assembly in 1 977. But many of the United Nations 
resolutions adopted before and after that date have not been res- 
pected nor implemented, and the United Nationscredibility has been 
in question due to its failure to honour its resolutions and put them 
into force. 

Part of the blame should also be bome by the Arab countries which 
now appear too weak to help the United Nations to take any mea- 
ningful step to end the problem. Perhaps the Palestine National 
Council, which has just ended a session in Amman, will take the 
initiative in strengthening Arab ranks and drawing their support for 
the Palestinian cause. 


Sawt Al Shaab: After the PNC 


NOW THAT the Palestine National Council's session has just ended 
in Amman, it can be said that the Palestinians have gathered more 
support than ever before for their cause and that their meeting was 
one of the most successful ever held. The Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation's hand is further strengthened to confront the challenges 
and to regain the usurped lands and the Palestinian people under 
Israeli occupation are more hopeful for an end to their long ordeal. 
Having achieved this step, the council and the PLO should now take 
practical steps on the Arab and international fronts to work for 
liberating their Palestinian homeland^ And we believe that the leg- 
itimate owners of Palestine should now embark on meaningful action 
;to ensure the return of their rights and the liberation of their land. 

In his speech to the representatives of the refugees in Jordan, King 
Hussein said that the Palestinians will not be alone in the field, but 
that Jordan will continue to support their efforts and endeavours 
towards reestablishing right and justice. The Jordanian and the Pal- 
estinian people now look forward to joint moves and meaningful 
action on all levels to ensure a return of Arab lands to their legitimate 
Palestinian owners. 


A rare opportunity for the

A NON-RECURRING opp- 
ortunity and a unique chance to 
regain their usurped rights and 
homeland offered itself to the 
Palestinian leadership this 
week. In his address to the 1 7th 
session of the Palestine Nat- 
ional Council (PNC), His Maj- 
esty JjCing Hussein assured the 
delegates that the international 
situation now provides a uni- - 
que opportunity to restore the 
occupied territories through a 
Jordanian-Palestinian formula 
which requires a commitment 
for a just, balanced, peaceful 
settlement on the basis of Sec- 
urity Council Resolution 242. 

Many constructive factors 
were revealed through the 
PNC meetings this week. The 
first factor was the re-assertion 
of the independent decision- 
making process of the Pal- 
estinian people. Both Dam- 
ascus and Moscow refrained 
from sending delegates to the 
conference. This is the first 
time that the PNC manages to 


break the Syrian hegemony 
and stand up to reconfirm its 
own identity as purely Pal- 
estinian. 


The second factor is the 
study of the Jordanian- 
Palestinian formula. This study 
will be reflected in a coo- 
rdinated effort in the int- 
ernational arena. 


King Hussein's political 
acumen and world stature will 
be devoted to achieve the Pal- 
estinian dream of a “ return to 
the homeland.” 

The third constructive factor 
is a nascent belief in the eff- 
icacy of peaceful struggle and 
negotiated achievements. 

But the main question rem- 
ains: Would the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) 
recognise Israel." 

A Palestinian recognition of 
Israel contradicts the principle 
that the establishment of Israel 
constituted a grave injustice to 


the Palestinian people that' 
must be undone by recoveiy of 
the Palestinian homeland. The 
PLO leaders at the PNC mee- 
ting in Amman insinuated that 
they may be ready to accept a 
negotiated settlement which 
implies a recognition of IsraeL 
But the PLO would want ass- 
urances that in return for rec- 
ognition of Israel — “the last 
card" — at least the minim al 
Palestinian demands would be 
accepted. The PLO will hold 
on to this card until it gets the 
best deal. If the PLO plays this 
card and receives nothing in 
return, it will lose both its lea- 
dership and cause. Recognition 
of Israel is seen as an irr- 
eversible act. So, the PLO may 
be prepared to recognise Isr- 
ael, but is reluctant to do so 
without an assured reciprocal 
recognition of Palestinian 
rights. 

The PLO needs a formula to 
explain to pro-Syrian factions 
and Palestinians masses that it 


is time to accept an honourable 
compromise. This way opp- 
osition could be neutralised 
and a split absorbed. 


It is not the first time that the 
PLO leadership signals mes- 
sages that it would recognise 
Israel if Palestinian rights a...- 
simultaneously recognised. In 
October 1977, the PLO end- 
orsed the Gromyko- Vance sta- 
tement that referred to Israel's 
right to exist in secure borders 
and to the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinians. 


recognising IsraeL- Arafat's 
endorsement of the Arab plan 
signifies his readiness to rec- 
ognise Israel within a fra- 
mework of mutual recognition. 


There were many indications 
in the PNC meetings- in 
Amman that the Palestinian 
image of the future is con- 
sistent with a vision of peaceful ‘ 
co-existence based on mutual 
recognition.

Within this context, the 
Jordanian- Palestinian formula 
will save the PLO from its pre- 
dicament.

Although this council is con- 
vening in an ordinary session, it is 
in fact an extraordinary session.

It 
was not our choice to convene this 
council in the absence of our bro- 
thers and comrades. Despite all 
our setbacks and sufferings, we 
have always made it a point to inc- 
lude them in all our council ses- 
sions.

In order not to enter into any 
vituperation or any kind of out- 
bidding, I say right away that sla- 
ndering Syria may not be ben- 
eficial, but avoiding any reference 
to the Syrian stand is also not ben- 
eficial. We must state the facts 
first. Then our PNC can address 
itself to Syria and say: We want to 
rectify the relationship with you. 
This is because the Syrian regime 
is only a phase in the history of 
Syria. But Syria the people, and 
Syria the Patriotic, will remain. 
We must preserve this Syria. As 
for the Syrian regime, it knows- 
what its interests are. • 


Brothers, 

We are missing dear comrades- 
in-arms in this council. This is a 
fact. But in order not to torture 
ourselves, I tell you frankly that 
some of them did not want to be 
absent, but this asbsence was for- 
ced upon them. This has nothing 
to do with them in any way. It has 
nothing to do With their ind- 
ependence, patriotism, and str- 
uggle, but has a great deal to do 
with the need for a place, which is 
the need of eveiy Palestinian and 
revolution. The need for a place 
forced some of our brothers not to 
attend this council. 


I now asklny brothers and sis- 
ters in this council: Is it true that 
there are no political differences 
between us and Syria? Allow me 
to say: No, there are political dif- 
ferences between us and Syria. 
Syria, under the present regime, is 
not for the independent Pal- 
estinian state. This is the key fac- 
tor in the differences. Syria is not 
for the PLO as the sole, legitimate 
representative of the Palestinians 
who enjoy an independent 
decision-making.

They say: A settlement is being 
imposed on the Arabs and the 
Palestinians. So how can we und- 
ermine this settlement? We can 
only do that by destroying the 
PLO. 

So you can see that they are aga- 
inst this council in the first place. 
In fact, they have been against all 
council sessions in the past. They 
are also against the PLO. They 
hide their intentions by what they

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W.Bank mayor describes 
council as ‘successful’ 


BETHLEHEM (R) — Wesi Bank 
Palestinian leader. Mayor Elias 
Freij of Bethlehem, said Friday 
that the meeting of the Palestine 
National Council (PNC) had been 
successful ‘and called on it to fol- 
low through to achieve a full Mid- 
dle East peace. 

The week-long council mee- 
tings in Amman ended Thursday 
night and West Bank and Gaza 
residents closely followed the pro- 
ceedings, mostly by way of Jordan 
Television which is picked up eas- 


ily in the Israeli-occupied areas. 

Mayor Freij told Reuters he felt 
the “conference was a good one 
and successful" but added that 
“we (the Palestinians) must now 
follow through and take the nec- 
essary steps to assure a com- 
prehensive settlement is reached 
in the area." 

He restated along-held position 
that “time is not on our side and 
we must act before there will be 
nothing to discuss with the Isr- 
aelis." 


PNC contributes nothing 
towards peace, Peres says 


TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres contended 
Thursday that the Palestine Nat- 
ional Council (PNC) contributed 
nothing towards Arab-Israeii 
peace. 

“I cannot point to any decision 
that changes the situation," Mr. 
Peres said in a speech to Israeli 
newspaper editors. “As is usually 
the case with these assemblies and 
within the PLO (Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation) itself, there 
was an attempt to satisfy all sides 


without making a real decision.” 
he added. 

The Israeli leader said the PNC. 
the Palestinian parliament- 
in-exile. failed during its sessions 
in Amman to take a clear position 
on joining Jordan in a new peace 
initiative. 

“Is the PLO ready to discuss 
peace based on U.N. Security 
Council Resolution 242.” Mr. 
Peres asked. “No answer was 
given and it was decided to debate 
this further " he said. 


Soviets cafl for PLO unity 


MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
Union called on the Palestine Lib-' 
eration Organisation (PLO) Thu- 
rsday to show unity if it wanted to 
remain an effective force against 
Israeli and United States' plans in 
the region. 

A telegram to the PLO from the 
Kremlin and published in the off- 
icial media marking the ‘Day of 
International Solidarity with the 
Palestinian People* said that the 
PLO should show "enhanced coh- 
esion" and close cooperation with 
Arab nations. 

The telegram was addressed to 


the PLO as a whole rather than by 
name to the organisation's leader 
Yasser Arafat and was signed by 
the "Soviet government" rather 
than a named member of the 
Kremlin leadership. 

Mr. Arafat has enjoyed Soviet 
support as a stabilising force in the 
movement, despite opposition to 
him from Syria, Moscow's closest 
Middle East ally. 

Moscow has repeatedly urged 
the PLO and other anti-Israeli fac- 
tions to end internecine strife and 
to concentrate on the conflict with 
Israel. 


Syria’s government papers 
denounce Arafat’s re-election 


AMMAN (AP) — The rea- 
ffirmation by the PNC for Yasser 
Arafat as chairman of the Pal-, 
estine Liberation Organisation 
has drawn harsh criticism from the 
Syrian press which gave no ind- 
ication of optimism for one of Mr. 
Arafat's reelection mandates; to 
patch up disputes with Syria. 

Syria's government-controlled 
newspapers unanimously’ den- 
ounced Mr. Arafat's reelection as 
■‘illegal” and branded the PLO’s 
new policy programme as “sur- 
renderist." 

"The new PLO Executive 
Committee is illegal since the Pal- 
estine National Council, which 
appointed it, is illegal said Ai 
Thawra. which speaks for Syrian 
President Hafez Al Assad's gov- 


ernment. 

“Arafat has dictated his sur- 
render^ document upon the PNC 
through means of pressure, bla- 
ckmail and falsification," con- 
tended Tishrin, another 
government-owned newspaper. 
“He was interfering in evety single 
detail in order to prevent any opp- 
osition or even reservation by any 
member the newspaper said.

Abu Musa recovers from stroke 


BAALBEK. Lebanon (R) — A 
military leader of a rebel Pal- 
estinian group opposed to Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat 
has recovered from a light stroke, 
Palestinian sources said Friday. 

The sources said that Colonel 
Saeed Musa, known to his men as 
Abu Musa, suffered a stroke in the 
East Lebanese town of Taalbaya 
last week after making a speech 
against the meeting in Amman of 
the Palestine National Council 
(PNC); 

They said the stroke was very 


light and suffered as a result of 
exhaustion. He was taken to a 
hospital in East Lebanon and then 
spent three days in a Damascus 
hospital, one of these days in an 
intensive care unit The sources 
said he was now in good health. 

Abu Musa led the military rev- 
olt within Fateh. Arafat’ s majority 
wing of the PLO. that forced Mr. 
Arafat 1 s and his supporters to eva- 
cuate east and north Lebanon last 
year. The Fateh rebels remain 
opposed to Mr. Arafat's lea- 
dership and boycotted the PNC 
meeting.

Za’anoun dismisses Daraushe invitation 


AMMAN (Agencies) — First 
Deputy Speaker of the PNC Salim 
Al Za'anoun, known as Abu Al 
Adeeb, Thursday dismissed rep- 
orts that the PNC extended an inv- 
itation to Israeli Labour Party 
member, Abdul Wahab AJ Dar- 
aushe to attend the 17th session of 
the PNC. 

Daraushe, who give into pol- 
itical pressure from Prime Min- 
ister Shimon Peres and the Israeli 
government, returned to Tel Aviv 
from Cyprus where he had been 
waiting for a flight to Amman to 


address the closing session of the 
PNC in Amman. 

Chief Labour whip Rafi Edri 
said Peres “demanded that I take 
all the necessary steps to bring 
Daraushe home... after day-long 
conversations he (Daraushe) acc- 
epted my appeal and said he 
would bow to the decision of the 
(parliamentary) faction and the 
prime minister." 

Daraushe, reached by phone in 
Cyprus, said his decision was also* 
motivated by the fact that the Jor- 
danian government refused to 


grant him an entry visa despite an 
invitation from the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation, "which said 
it would welcome me with open 
arms.” 

Daraushe. speaking on Israeli 
television from Nicosia said Edrf s 
appeal "came before I knew for 
sure I wouldn’t get Jordan's per- 
mission... at that stage, as a party 
member, I decided to come back." 

Daraushe also said: “I believe 
this initiative was important, and I 
will repeat it as soon as I feel it is 
appropriate." 


PNC leaves door open for flexible moves

than consensus, thereby eli- 
minating the chance of veto.es by 
any factions over decision adopted 
by the leadership. 

The report described King Hus- 
sein's call for a joint Jordanian- 
Paiestinian initiative on the basis 
of the principle exchanging land 
for peace as a Jordanian per- 
ception “of future joint political 
moves." The King's proposals 
were referred to the Executive 
Committee "to study along the 
guidelines of resolutions of the 
16th and 17th session of the PNC 
in order to prepare for future 
Jordanian-Palestinian political 
moves within the framework of 
cooperation with all Arab cou- 
ntries.” 

The : report pointed out certain 
specific elements in the King's 
proposals including his stress that 
the PLO is the sole legitimate rep- 
resentative of Palestinian people, 
that Jordan will not talk on behalf 
of Palestinians and respects the 
independent Palestinian 
decision-making process. But it 
stated clearly that the PLO con- 
siders the Fez peace plan as the 
basis for Jordanian-Palestinian 
political moves. 

The clause regarding relations 
with Egypt, unlike the 16th ses- 
sion's resolutions, did not refer 
clearly to any preconditions for 
resuming relations with Egypt. 
The rather ambiguous wording of 
the clause stated the following: 

During its discussions “the PNC 
clarified the constant factors 
which rule Arab-Egyptian rel- 
ations and the new developments 
in Egyptian policies." 

The PNC also called on the 
PLO Executive Committee to 
“follow a policy which serves the 
interests of our people in Egypt 
and the Gaza Strip and aim at 
enhancing ties between the Egy- 
ptian and Palestinian peoples." 

The stable factors which rule 
Egyptian- Arab relations that the 
report referred to are probably the 
basis outlined in the political rep- 
ort presented to the council last 
Saturday by the head of the PLO 
Political Department. Faroufc 
Kaddoumi. 


In his report Mr. Kaddoumi 
urged the council to endorse a pol- 
icy which takes into consideration 
the "positive" changes in Egy- 
ptian policies under the leadership 
of President Hosni Mubarak, the 
Baghdad Arab summit resolutions 
which called for ostracising Egypt, 
and efforts towards a unified Arab 
stance to help the Egyptian people 
to distangle Egypt from the Camp 
David agreements. 

During discussions late Wed- 
nesday. Mr. Kaddoumi, who was 
apparently provoked by criticism 
of his political report, classified 
the objectives of the new PLO pol- 
icy towards Egypt. 

“You are all talking about 
means of liberating Palestine but 
can any one you explain how can 
we do that without Egypt and its 
political and military weight in the 
area?” he asked. “Ever since 
Egypt was removed from the Arab 
fold the Palestinian revolution has 
been facing disasters, therefore if 
we are serious about our national 
goals we have either to work pra- 
ctically and sincerely for the ret- 
urn of Egypt to the Arab fold thr- 
ough a unified Arab action, or to 
end the Iran-Iraq war," he said. 

The PNC resolutions and gen- 
eral discussions, also reflected a 
clear shift in the PLO's position 
towards the four-year-old war 
between Iraq and Iran. The final 
communique stressed the urgency 
to end the war and expressed 
"appreciation and support!’ for 
Iraq which had been receptive to 
and welcoming all initiatives and 
calls to end the war. 

Opponents of the convening the 
PNC. particularly the Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Pal- 
estine (DFLP) and the Palestinian 
Communist Party (PCP). how- 
ever. charged that Mr. Kad- 
doumfs political report reflected 
bias towards Iraq against Iran. 

Mr. Kaddoumi pointed out in 
his report that one of the dif- 
ferences between the PLO and 
Syria was the Syrian total support 
for Iran while Mr. Arafat paid a 
special respect in his speeches to 
"the courageous Arab knight. 
(Iraqi president) Saddam Hus- 
sein." 


PNC endorses resolutions, recommendations 

Closing session re-elects Arafat 
forms PLO Central Committee

AMMAN — The Palestine National Councfl (PNC) 
ended the last day of its eight-day session Thursday 
with a pledge by Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat to carry on the fight 
for a Palestinian homeland. 


During a closed session of the 
PNC Political Committee last 
Tuesday — when Mr. Arafat ann- 
ounced his resignation — Mr. 

Kaddoumi revealed a document 
saying that the Syrians had con- 
fiscated 1000 tons of ammunition 
sent by China to the PLO through 
■the port of Latakia. and redirected - 
the consignment to Iran instead. 

The final report and resolutions 

indicated that the PLO has sue- - « « , 

ceeded in its aims of convening the CIlcLllCC lOT lELIKS 
PNC in Amman despite Syrian 
opposition. 


In a speech he delivered after he 
was re-elected chairman of the 
PLO Executive Committee, Mr. 
Arafat said: “1 pledge and vow to 
my people that we shall keep 
along the path, carrying our guns 
despite all plots and difficulties, 
until we return to Palestine and 
Jerusalem." 

Mr. Arafat won a unanimous 
vote to head a new 11 -member 
Executive Committee at the clo- 
sing session of the meeting, known 
as the Palestinian parliament- 
in-exile. 

“ We do not fight for the sake of 
fighting... but international law 
says that those who face occ- 
upation should confront occ- 
upation and resist it with all means 
available," Mr. Arafat said. 

In his speech, which was bro- 
adcast live on Jordan radio and 
television. Mr. Arafat directed his 
words at Palestinians in the 
Israeli-occupied territories, say- 
ing; "We shall fight this Zionist 
front (Israel) to liberate our land 
and holy places. I tell our people, 
everywhere we have a tryst with 
dawn and the dawn is near." 

Mr. Arafat said he had a big 
responsibility and appealed for 
cooperation. “We must march 
together until we can hoist the 
Palestinian flag on the walls, min- 
arets and churches of Jerusalem 


he said. 

PNC Speaker Abdul Hamid 
Saeh empowered the Executive 
Committee to fill three vacant 
seats on the committee which 
were left for Palestinian factions 
which boycotted the session. It is 
not yet been confirmed hich fac- 
tions will be represented. 

The council elected Executive 
Committee member Jaweed Ghu- 
sein as president of the National 
Palestinian Fund and Farouq 
Kaddoumi as head of the PLO's 
Political Department. 

Central Committee 

The council, in its closing ses- 
sion formed a PLO Central Cou- 
ncil comprising Executive Com- 
mittee members, secretaries gen- 
eral of popular organisations and 
representatives of the factions 
approved by the PNC and the 
Executive Committee, in addition 
to other PNC members. 

The Central Council included 
25 independent members elected 
by the PNC and three rep- 
resentatives of the military cou- 
ncil. The Central Council has the 
power to approve or reject res- 
olutions by the Executive Com- 
mittee after a debate which should 
be attended by a quorum of two- 
thirds of the members. 


The Central Council submits a 
report on the PNC works at e 2 ch 
session by the specialised com- 
mittees within the council. It also 
coordinates work with the Exe- 
cutive Committee. 

Thursday s closing session inc- 
luded a debate of resolutions and 
recommendations submitted by 
various PNC committees aimed at 
revitalising the PLO's institutions. 
Most of the repons submilted by 
specialised committees were end- 
orsed by the council. 

At the conclusion of Thursday’s 
session, the council heard the clo- 
sing statement which included the 
guidelines for future PLO act- 
ivities directed towards liberating 
the occupied territories. 

The president of the Committee 
for Occupied Territories .Aff airs at 
the Jordanian Lower House of 
Parliament hosted a dinner ban- 
quet after the closing session in 
honour of Mr. Arafat and PNC 
members. 

Kaddoumi meets Cheysscn 

In another development, head 
of the PLO Political Dcpartn-.cn; 
Farouq Kaddoumi met «n Paris 
Thursday with French External 
Relations Minister Claude Cfce- 
ysson on his way to New York to 
attend celebrations of Solidarity 
Day with the Palestinian people. 

During their meeting, the two 
officials discussed issues related to 
the works of the PNC in Amman, 
the Iraqi news agency reported. 

Meanwhile, delegations which 
attended the 17th session of the 
PNC started returning home Thu- 
rsday night and Friday. 


PNC offered Arab-Palestinian efforts needed 


According to a senior Fateh off- 
icial. the PLO wanted once and for 
all to prove to the Syrians that 
“the rules that governed their rel- 
ations previously are over and new 
ones have been established.” 

The communique stressed that 
re-establishing relations with 
Syria is of great importance to the 
Palestinian struggle but stated that 
such normalisation "should be 
based on the principles of a mutual 
respect of each other’s ind- 
ependence." • 

This message was dearly con- 
veyed in the formation of the new 
Executive Committee in which 
Fateh sacked all pro-Syrian fac- 
tions (although it kept three vac- 
ant seats). 

A particular clause in the com- 
munique which defined the mea- 
ning of the independence of the 
Palestinian decision-making pro- 
cess deserves a special note: The 
clause explained that "the PLO is 
committed to abiding to the nat- 
ional Arab decision" when it 
comes to crucial national decision. 

The phrase was put there evi- 
dently in reply to Syrian charges 
that “Mr. Arafat wants to be ind- 
ependent in order to join separate 
and capitulatory settlements." 

The communique called for the 
restoration of Palestinian national 
unity with the independent fac- 
tions signalling (he end of Syrian 
influence inside the organisation. 
It did not, however, refer to an 
Algerian-South Yemeni political 
and organisational agreement 
struck between Fateh and four 
independent factions last July in 
Algiers.

Asian Cup three times — in 1968, 
1972 and 1976 — will pose the 
biggest threat to Kuwait, par- 
ticularly after their recent 10- 
week intensive training, the critics 
said. 

The fruits of their preparations 
were evident in the record 21 
goals scored in four prelimraary- 
routKf matches during last month’s 
Asian Cup qualifying tournament 
in Jakarta, where Iran emerged 
group champions. 

“We want to prove we are 
Asia's best soccer team. The pla- 
yers have worked hard and with 
the grace of Allah, we will win the 
cup for the fourth time," the Ira- 
nian team manager, M. Kebrairie 
said. 

Saudi Arabia, with new Arg- 
entinian coach Ricardo Pizzaroti, 
is perhaps the most recently imp- 
roved Asian team, especially after 
their debut in Olympic soccer in 
Los Angeles, they said. 


“Our target is the semifinals. 
The players have been better edu- 
cated after the Los Angeles Oly- 
mpics and we believe we ars on 
the shores of embarking on a new 
era of soccer greatness.” Saudi tra- 
iner Khalil Al-Zeyani said. 

Pizzaroti, one-time assistant to 
Ceser Menotti when Argentina 
won the World Cup six years ago, 
has installed a new confidence in 
the Saudis, who were previously 
coached by Brazilian Mario 
Agak), the critics said.- 

Saudi Arabian strikers Majed 
Mohammad and Mehaisen Al- 
Dosri are rated as world-class pla- 
yers. 

Qatar, who also have improved 
under the guidance of Brazilian 
coach Renaldo Carvalho, is the 
dark horse in the championship. 

“ We have the same players who 
played in the Olympics and we are 
silently optimistic of creating 
major upsets,” warned Carvalho. 


FIFA cancels two 


World Cup bookings 








ZURICH (R) — Bookings on 
Northern Ireland's Normal Whi- 
teside and Uwe Rahn of West 
Germany for celebrating after 
scoring goals in recent World Cup 
qualifying matches were cancelled 
by the International Football Fed- 
eration (FIFA) executive com- 
mittee Friday. 

The two fell foul of a new ruling 
by the European Football Union 
(UEFA) which forbids players 
leaving the field to celebrate after 
goals have been scored. 

Last month's FIFA Referees' 
Committee, chaired by Northern 


Ireland's Harry Cavan, examined 
the cases after protests by Nor- 
thern Ireland and West Germany. 

Cavan told Reuters after Fri- 
day’s meeting: “ We do not want to 
kQl the natural exuberance of pla- 
yers celebrating after scoring 
goals, which is what football is all 
abouL 

“But we have to draw the line 
when it becomes excessive, as 
when players start climbing fences 
or make obscene and humiliating 
gestures towards their opponents 
or their supporters.

MELBOURNE (R) — West 
German Boris Becker, 17, added 
to bis growing reputation with a - 
resounding second-round victory 
over seventh-seeded American 
Tim Mayotte in the Australian 
Open Te nnfe Championships Fri- 
day. 

Becker won 6-4, 7-6, 2-6, 6-4 
on a day when two other exp- 
erienced men’s seeds, Vitas Ger- 
ulaitis of the 'United States and 
India’s VTjay Amrifraj, also lost 
out to younger men. Gerulahis, 
seeded sixth, was beaten 7-6, 6-4, 

6- 2 by Francisco Gonzalez of Par- . 
aguay and Amritraj lost 6-3, 6-1, 

7- 6 to Guy Forget of France. 

Ivan Lendl of Czechoslovakia, 

the top men’s seed, survived bis 
opening match — he received a 
bye into the second round — after 
losing the first set to American Bill 
Scanlon, always a menacing out- 
sider. Lendl won 4-6, 6-4, 6-4, 
6 - 1 . 

The women's singles produced 
some predictable results with 
Martina Navratilova, the top seed, i 
putting out fellow- American 
Mary Lou Piatek 6-2, 6-1 and 
third-seeded Pam Shriver of the 
United States sweeping aside Cor- 
inne Vanier of France. 6-2, 6-1 . 

Virginia Wade, 39, of Britain, 
who won the Australian title 12 
years ago, caused a stir when s be- 
took the first set off Hungary’s 
Andrea Temesvari, the eighth 
seed.

Becker's victory was a. notable 
achievement. Mayotte is a 
highly-rated grass-court player 
who has twice been a Wimbledon 
quarter-finalist and in 1982 . a- 
ched the semifinals.

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BAHRAIN (R) — Saudi Arabia 
has decided on a sharp cut in the 
prices it pays to wheat framers m 
the country, who have' been rec- 
eiving five to six times the world 
market price for their grain; mar- 
ket sources said Thursday. 

.Saudi Arabia’s policy of big 
subsidies to wheat producers has 
brought it to self sufficiency in the 
product, with tbs harvest rising to 
ah estimated 1.2 to 13 million 
ton n es in 1984 from 4,000 tonnes - 
in 1978.- 1 

Domestic consumption. is aro- 
und 900,000 tonnes annually. 

The sources said it was not dear 
whether official prices ted been 
. reduced as part of an overall eco- 
nomy drive in the face of falling oil 
revenues, or _w«re cut in a red- . 
istribution of government spe- 
nding. 


The official price for harvests 
over the five years starting next 
year was cut to 2,000 riyals ($562) 
per tonne from 3,500 riyals 
(5983) for previous harvests. 

.'Cuts were also made in prices 
for the crop harvested last spring, 
with the price for deliveries of 
more than 500 tonnes reduced to 
3,000 riyals ($843) a tonne from 
3,500 (S983). 

The 1983/84 price for deliveries 
of less than 500 tonnes was not 
changed. 

Domestic subsidies were pro- 
jected in the Saudi budget for the 
year flatting last April at 10.53 
bDHon riyals ($2.96 billion). 

The sources said tbe new official 
.price is close to the cost of pro- 
duction for some formers, and 
would undoubtedly lead to a fall in 


tbe size of next year's harvest. 

They said, however, a decision 
to cut subsidies would probably 
meet opposition from farmers and 
others who have benefited from 
tbe large financial support offered 
by the government to agriculture. 
Bank pending and private sector 
investment in farming has been 
heavy in recent years. 

They said it was stifi possible the 
subsidy reductions might be rev- 
ersed. at least partly, as occurred 
when the government tried to 
raise domestic petrol prices last 
■April. 

But they said that the gov- 
ernment probably considered 
self-sufficiency in wheat, a major 
objective for Saudi Arabia, could 
be achieved with lower official 
prices.

Israel cuts 
more funds 
from defence 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) 
— The Israeli government dec- 
ided Friday to cut defence spe- 
nding by a further $100 million 
next year in its battle to damp 
down on runaway inflation, a cab- 
inet spokesman said. 

Cabinet Secretary Yossi Beilin 
said the defence savings were part 
of $375 million of cuts in the nat- 
ional 1984-1985 budget approved 
at a special five-hour cabinet ses- 
sion. 

The armed forces, which have 
shaved $300 million from their 
estimated $3 billion budget during 
the past year, bad resisted further 
cuts on the grounds that it could 
damage Israel’s defence cap- 
ability. 

Training programmes and wea- 
pons development projects have 
already been affected and 2,000 
army officers dismissed, according 
to defence ministry officials. 

Israel radio reported that the 
cabinet meeting was stormy with 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
and Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon fiercely opposing further 
cuts. 

Mr. Beilin said a committee of 
four economic ministers was emp- 
owered by the cabinet to seek 
ways to cut government spending 
by $550 million next year. 

The current budget is estimated 
at about $9 billion after debt rep- 
ayments. 

Since taking office in Sep- 
tember, Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres has imposed a partial 
wage- and- price freeze and ban- 
ned many imports to try to bring 
down inflation, now running at 
about 800 per cent a year. 

Economists have called for spe- 
nding cuts of more than $1 billion 
next year and treasury officials 
have said they are concerned whe- 
ther government departments will 
keep their pledges to cut costs. 

Mr. Beilin said the government 
had also decided to introduce a 
longer daylight-saving period in 
1985, running from April to Sep- 
tember, to save energy. 


MEA expands 
maintenance 

BEIRUT (R) — Lebanon’s Mid- 
dle ~ East Airlines (MEA) has* 
completed work on a new hangar 
for airframe overhaul and mai- 
ntenance services which it hopes 
will eventually attract other air- 
lines in the region, an MEA off- 
icial said Friday. 

Mr. Khaled A1 Mosfi, MEA’s 
executive vice-president- for eng- 
ineering and maintenance, told 
Reuters fighting in Lebanon had 
set back by a year completion of 
the steel hangar, which has space 
for two Boeing 747 Jumbo jets 
parked wing to wing. 

He said the project, built at a 
cost of 30 million Lebanese pou- 
nds ($3.8 milliou), would cut 
MEA’s maintenance bill for its 
three Jumbos by about $1 million 
a year. 

Until now the Jumbos have 
been serviced abroad with labour 
costs alone running at $380,000 a 
year for each plane. 


Split over Madrid, Lisbon entry 
to dominate Dublin EC summit 


BRUSSELS (R) — European Community (EC) lea- 
ders meet In Dublin on Monday for a summit exp- 
ected to be dominated by splits over what terms to 
offer Spain and Portugal in entry talks due to be 
completed by the end of the year. 


The current community pre- 
sident, Irish Prime Minister Gar- 
ret Fitzgerald, is touring key cap- 
itals before the summit to drum up 
support for a compromise. 

Diplomats said Mr. Fitzgerald 
was keen to see the summit suc- 
ceed before handing over tbe 
bloc's rotating presidency to Italy 
on Jan. 1. 

He undertook his tour after the 
failure of the group’s foreign min- 
isters in three days of talks here 
earlier this week to break the dea- 
dlock over entry terms. 

Other leaders were as eager, 
after rows that have marked rec- 
ent summits, to avoid a crisis now 
that the main haggling on the 
community’s troubled finances is 
over. 

A few threads remain to be tied 
to finalise a financial rescue deal 
reached at last June’s Fon- 
tainebleau summit and this was 
due to be raised at the summit, tbe 
diplomats said. 

Tbe leaders hoped for a low-key 
summit where they could open 
what is expected to be a protracted 
debate over the community’s fut- 


ure, including relations with an 
increasingly restless European 
Parliament. 

They were due to receive an int-_ 
erim report from a committee' 
headed by Irish Senator James 
Dooge appointed at Fon- 
tainebleau to recommend a future 
course. 

No decisions were likely on the 
committee's tentative con- 
clusions, which include a proposed 
new treaty of European union, 
before the next summit due in 
Brussels next March, diplomats 
said. 

The Dublin summit will con- 
sider ways of strengthening eco- 
nomic links within the Common 
Market including monetary coo- 
peration. 

Tbe main attention was, how- 
ever, expected to centre on how to 
accommodate Spain in a com- 
munity many of whose members 
produce goods that compete dir- 
ectly with Spanish products. 

The central issue to be decided 
is how to curb growing wine sur- 
pluses within the community bef- 
ore the arrival of huge additional 


quantities from Spain. 

Spanish Prime Minister Felipe 
Gonzalez, who faces a conference 
of his socialist party the week after 
the summit, is waiting for hard 
evidence that Spain's application 
will not be undermined by con- 
tinuing disagreements within the 
bloc, the diplomats said. 

Thatcher appeals for imity 

Meanwhile, British Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher, in France 
for an an nn?! summit meeting 
with President Francois Mit- 
terrand, called Friday for greater 
European unity and an end to 
trade barriers in the 10-uation 
bloc. 

Mrs. Thatcher said in a keynote 
address delivered in Avignon that 
Britain wanted to see greater unity 
within the European market, gre- 
ater unity of action in world affairs 
and effective joint action in tac- 
kling universal problems such as 
unemployment. 

“The community’s founding 
fathers would be horrified at the 
labryiuth of its bureaucratic reg- 
ulations which entwine us like 
Gulliver pinned down by the little 
men of LUliput,” she said. 

The metaphor was from the sat- 
irical ISth centuTy “Gulliver’s 
Travels” , partly set in a land peo- 
pled by tiny inhabitants. 


“The treaty was formed to pro- 
tect trade, not markets,” Mrs. 
Thatcher said at a d inne r of the 
Franco-Britisb Council, a private 
group set up to foster ties between 
France and Britain. 

Mrs. Thatcher said she did not 
believe that Europe would ever 
become united in the same way as 
the United States but added: “ 1 do 
believe, however, that for nations 
of the European Community fre- 
ely to work together and to str- 
engthen their cooperation is just 
as worthy a purpose.” 

“But to submerge their identity 
and variety would be contrary to 
the instincts of our peoples and 
would, therefore, not bear fruit,'' 
she said. _ 

“It is on the basis of working 
towards common goals, of using 
our strength and influence tog- 
ether that you will find Britain a 
strong advocate for a more united 
Europe.” 

Mrs. Thatcher said there was a 
lesson for Europe in tbe fact that 
the dollar remained strong, des- 
pite a widening deficit, because of 
the confidence people had in the 
United States. 

“Is it not possible that the long- 
term strength of the dollar is due 
in pan to the uncertainties about 
the future direction of Europe?” 
she asked.

. COLOMBO (R) — More than 60 people died Friday 
i when separatist Tamil guerrillas attacked two farms 
! in Sri Lanka and fought a battle with a relief column 
; of troops, a government spokesman said. 


j The spokesman. Wickrema 
yVeerasooria. told Reuters that at 
feast 42 civilians were killed in the 
raids on the farms at Padaviya in 
north central province. 

' He said troops rushed to the 
spot and said about 20 guerrillas 
had been killed in the ensuing bat- 
fie. 

1 Mr. Weerasooria said a gue- 
rrilla organisation called the Lib- 
eration Tigers of Tamil Eelam 
(LTTE) had claimed res- 
ponsibility for the attacks, lau- 
nched simultaneously at dawn. 

The attacks, involving about 60 
rebels, were carried out less than- 
.24 hours after the government 
announced emergency measures 
to counter what it called separatist 
threats to launch a major rebel 
offensive. 


• The LITE is one of about six 
guerrilla groups operating in nor- 
thern and eastern Sri Lanka to 
press for an independent Tamil 
state. 

. Prison authorities in Colombo 
$aid both farms were reh- 
abilitation centres for former pri- 
soners. About 450 people, inc- 
luding ex-convicts, their wives and 
children had settled there in the 


last four months. , 

Official sources said most of 
them belonged to the majority 
Sinhalese community. 

Mr. Weerasooria said 35 civ- 
ilians were killed at a settlement 
called Dollar Farm and seven at 
Kent Farm. He told reporters: 
“The position-in the north is very 
precarious.” 

The attack on the two farms, 
about eight kilometres from each 
other, caused the highest number 
of casualties since Tamil rebels 
launched their armed campaign, 
seven years ago. 

National Security Minister Lal- 
ith Athulathmudali told par- 
liament Thursday about 4.000 
guerrillas, trained in the southern 
Indian state of Tamil Nadu, pla- 
nned to invade the island. The 
Delhi government has repeatedly 
denied Sri Lankan charges that 
guerrillas are trained in India. 

He said they planned to drive 
the security forces from the nor- 
thern and eastern parrs of the isl- 
and and proclaim a separate state 
called Eelam on Jan. 14, a Hindu 
festival.

SYDNEY (R) — Australian 
Prime Minister Bob Hawke looks 
set for a landslide win in Sat- 
urday’s general election despite a 
late surge in the popularity of 
opposition leader Andrew Pea- 
cock. a last-minute opinion poll 
said Friday. 

; The poll, published in the Aus- 
tralian newspaper, showed voter 
support for Mr. Hawke's Labour 
government unchanged from last 
weekend at 51 per cent, nine per 
cent more than the National- 
Liberal opposition coalition. 

: But Mr. Peacock’s personal rat- 
ing rose from 37 per cent to 54 per 
cent againt Mr. Hawke’s 69 per 
cent after Monday 1 s live television 
debate between the two leaders.. 
Early last month Mr. Peacock was 
rated the least popular federal 
leader in Australian history. 

A Morgan Gallup telephone 
poll said support for Labour 
would give the government a rec- 
ord majority of nearly 50 seats in 
an expanded 148-seat House of 
Representatives (lower house). 

But its hopes of gaining control 
of the Senate (upper house) could 
be dashed by a fledgling anti- 
nuclear party which has siphoned 
off Labour votes in half the 76 
seats being contested, according 
to the polls. 

' Mr. Hawke, who has cam- 
paigned on his government’s ach-* 
ievements during 20 months in 
office, made an emotional appeal 
to Labour voters not to support 
the Nuclear Disarmament Party 
(NDP) in his final campaign add- 
ress Thursday.

The Morgan poll showed p- 
poit for the NDP stood at nine per 
cent which under the proportional 
.representation voting system 
would be enough to leave the bal- 
ance of power with the small ind- 
ependent Australian Democrats. 

Mr. Hawke already has a 25- 
seat majority in the lower house 
following his election win in 
March 1 983. He hoped that by cal- 
ling early polls to combine voting 
for both chambers he would swing 
the upper house in his favour. 

But the NDP has taken votes 
away from Labour and could give 
one of its leaders, Peter Garrett, a 
rock singer, a Senate seat. 

Mr. Hawke said earlier this 
week that an obstructionist Senate 
' with the powre to delay legislation 
would make government more 
difficult but added that he was still 
optimistic Labour would have a 
majority in both houses. 

The polls open at 8 a_ra. (2100 
GMT Nov.30) and close at 6 p.m. 
(0700 GMT.) 

First results are expected by 8 
p.m. (0900 GMT) and first com- 
puter predictions by 9 p.m. (1000 
GMT). The result of the election 
should be known around 10 p.m. 
(1100 GMT.)

Looking at the North- 
South hands, it might seem 
that, unless diamonds break

Even though North was a 
passed hand, South had slam 
aspirations. He could not use 
Blackwood because of his two 
fast losers in diamonds, so he 
started a cue-bidding se- 
quence. When North co- 
operated by showing the ace 
of diamonds, South bounced 
into slam.

Declarer will have 
time to see if diamonds are 
3-3 before his ace of hearts is 
forced out. 


As the cards lie. East must 
win the second diamond.

WELLINGTON (R) — Former 
Prime Minister Sir Robert Mul- 
doon, a dominant force in New 
Zealand politics for the last dec- 
ade, was dismissed as leader of the 
opposition National Party and 
replaced by his deputy, Jim 
McLay. 


Mr. McLay, 39, a fanner lawyer 
was one of five candidates in the 
ballot held by national MPs Thu- 
rsday following the party’s swe- 
eping defeat by Labour in July. 

Mr. McLay, the deputy prime 
minister under Mr. Muldoon, 
immediately promised a new style 
of leadership and said he would 
rebuild the party to win the next 
election. 

A nationwide poll on the eve of 
t idership ballot showed Nat- 
U jd by Mr. McLay running 
we.. ..lead of Labour, but behind 
under Mr. Muldoon. 

Mr. Muldoon, 63, told reporters 
Thursday he would stay in par- 
liament as “an elderly bac- 
kbencher” but would quit as opp- 
osition finance spokesman. 

Asked if his sacking was the 
hardest blow in a long political - 
career, he replied: “I can’t rem- 
ember the toughest, buz this isn’t 
even one of them.” 

His departure was welcomed by 
many party officials. Former 
Prime minister Sir John Marshall 
said he expected disaffected sup- 
porters to return to National 
under Mr. McLay and his deputy, 
former Labour Minister, Jim Bol- 
ger, 49.

Presidential Secretary Frank 
Vakarcel said the stoppage Thu- 
rsday, in protest against gov- 
ernment austerity policies, was 
almost total in some parts of the 
country. 

Labour leaders said 90 per cent 
of the unionised workforce joined 
in. But Labour Minister Joaquin 
Leguia said only 14 per cent of 
private sector workers heeded the 
strike call. 

The minister said about a third 
of civil servants in several min- 
istries stayed away from work. 

Protesters used rocks to block 
two major highways in the central 
Andes. In the capital, riot police 
cleared barricades of flaming tyres 
on five major avenues, eye- 
witnesses said,

Poll forecasts small majority for Gandhi 


NEW DELHI (R) — The first 
.opinion poll since' Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi called national ele- 
ctions foT next month has forecast 
that his ruling Congress (I) will be 
returned to power but with a red- 
uced majority. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
news agency reported that a poll 
by Dr. Bhaskara Rao showed Mr. 
Gandhi would win at least 270 and 
a maximum of 325 of the 5 1 4 seats 
to be contested in the Lower 
House of Parliament. 

Congress won 354 seats in the 
last general election four years 
ago. 

Mr. Rao polled 8,000 voters in 
40 constituencies in seven key 
northern, western and southern 
states. 

The poll indicated a low voter 
turnout and close fights in 1 00 key 
constituencies. 

It said Mr. Rajiv, 40, sworn in as 
India’ s youngest leader only hours 
after his mother Indira Gandhi 
was assassinated on Oct. 31. has 
earned widespread acclaim for his 
handling of nationwide rioting 
sparked by her death. 

Meanwhile Gurcharan Singh 
Tohra, widely viewed as a hardline 
leader India's 12 million Sikhs, 
was Friday re-elected president of 
the committee which controls 
Amritsar’s Golden Temple, the 


Sikhs’ holiest shrine. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
news agency reported from the 
holy city of Amritsar that Mr. 
Tohra, currently in jail, was re- 
elected president of the Shr- 
iromani Gurdwara Prabandhak 
Committee (SGPC) by temple 
management officials for the 13th 
year in succession. 

The SGPC supervises adm- 
inistration of Sikh shrines in three 
non hern states, including the 
Golden Temple where at least 800 
people were killed last June when 
soldiers launched "operation blu- 
estar” to root out Sikh separatist 
guerrillas. 

Mr. Tohra and Hare hand Singh 
Longowal, president of the Sikh 
party, the Akali Dal. are held in 
prison under special emergency 
powers. They were arrested dur- 
ing the Golden Temple assault. 

The independent Timesof India 
newspaper Friday carried a 
front-page report which said Mr. 
Longowal wanted to resign. The 
newspaper said Mr. Longowal had 
.written from jail to an unnamed 
Sikh leader expressing a desire to 
quit as party leader. 

In Delhi, PTI reported that one 
of India’s two paramilitary ser- 
vices, the Border Security Force 
(BSF), will receive night vision 
devices to help paramilitary forces 


protect the country’s borders. 

The BSF, comprising 85 bat- 
talions or about 100,000 men, 
would be expanded with two extra 
battalions raised in the border sta- 
tes of northern Punjab and wes- 
tern Rajasthan, it said. 

The BSF and the paramilitary 
Central Reserve Police Force pla- 
yed a key role in frying to quell a 
separatist guerrilla campaign for 
an independent Sikh nation in 
Punjab. 

Two Americans have been ord- 
ered out of India’s northern bor- 
der state of Punjab, PTI also rep- 
orted Friday. PTI said L.P. Die - 
erdo and Macian Vachiana were 
detained by police Thursday in 
Amritsar for violating a ban on the 
entry of foreigners into the tro- 
ubled state. 


A magistrate later ordered their 
release and instructed them to 
leave the state, it said without giv- 
ing further details. 

A U.S. embassy spokesman said 
he could not comment on the rep- 
ort. 


Canadian Journalist Jonathan 
Mann was held for one week by 
police in Punjab earlier this month 
for defying the ban on foreigners. 
He was fined S22 before being 
freed and ordered out of the state 
on Nov. 16.

WASHINGTON (R) — Senator 
Robert Dole has moved quickly to 
assume his post as Republican 
leader in the Senate, joining other 
party chiefs in a meeting with Pre- 
sident Reagan at the White 
House.

Dole told rep- 
oners after rhe meeting. "I looked 
around for Howard Baker and he 
wasn’t there." 

Sen. Dole was elected to suc- 
ceed Mr. Baker Wednesday by the 
53 Republicans who will serve in 
the 100-seat Senate next year. 


His victory, along with that of 
assistant majority leader Alan 
■Simpson of Wyoming and several 
other moderates to leadership 
positions, signals a shift to the cen- 
tre for Senate Republicans and 
more independence from the 
White House.

They are largely cut off by road ’ 
blocks of trees and the authorities 
are ferrying in food and essential 
goods by plane and helicopter. 

There are also increasing signs 
of confrontation between French 
settlers and Kanaks, police said. 

White fanner Eugene Guerin, 
72. was attacked Thursday by 
Kanak militants who went to his 
farm house near Ouegoa. Mr.* 
Guerin told reporters Friday how 
Kanaks beat him about the head 
but he survived by slumping to the 
ground and pretending to be dead. 


Chile, Argentina sign Beagle Channel treaty in Vatican 


VATICAN CITY (R) — The for- 
eign ministers of Chile and Arg- 
entina have signed a Vatican- 
mediated treaty to settle their 
Beagle Channel dispute and said it 
was a just pact that showed nat- 
ions could resolve conflicts pea- 
cefully. 

The ministers, Dante Caputo of 
Argentina and Jaime Del Valle of 
Chile, signed the treaty in a stately 
ceremony in the 16th-century 
Sala Regia Hall of the Vatican's 
Apostolic Palace. 

Vatican Secretary of State Ago- 
stino Casaroli said the treaty was' 
"a great joy” for Pope John Paul. 
He renewed the Vatican’s offer of 
mediation to solve world conflicts. 

In his address Mr. Caputo rec- 
alled that the two countries nearly 
went to war over the dispute fa 


1978 and said the treaty was a tri- 
umph of reason, diplomacy and 
peace. 

Mr. Del Valle called the treaty 
“a just, equitable and honourable 
solution.” adding that it had ail the 
elements to help rhe two nations 
toward economic cooperation and 
social development. 

Mr. Caputo said the treaty “not 
only constitutes an example for 
the people of our region but also 
for the world. To reach peace by 
diplomatic means is an exc- 
eptional fact that absolutely eve- 
ryone must recognise." 

The Argentine minister, who 
embraced his Chilean counterpart 
after the signing, said the treaty 
showed that political maturity 
could prevail over passions and 


intransigence. 

In his address. Cardinal Cas- 
aroli said the Vatican was always 
ready to help nations cope with 
“the difficulties of the problems of 
peace” that disturb mankind. 


The treaty grants three tiny isl- 
ands at the southern tip of South 
America to Chile but delineates 
territorial waters according to 
Argentine claims. 

Argentines overwhelmingly 
approved the treaty on Sunday in 
a referendum in which it Wis sup^ 
ported by 77.5 per cent of voters.

BRUSSELS (St) — Secretary 
General Lord Carrington hopes 
the NATO alliance will next week 
take important steps -to improve 
basic non-nuclear defences and 
impress critics in the United States 
Congress. 

Defence ministers from 14 
NATO countries* all except Fra- 
nce and Iceland, are expected to 
agree next Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday on a major increase in joint 
spending on ground facilities and 
pledge to remedy critical sho- 
rtages of ammunition. ’ 

fa an interview with Reuters, 
Lord Carrington recalled these 
were priorities set by Senator Sam 
Nunn in an amendment narrowly 
defeated last June that threatened 
U.S. troop withdrawals unless the 
European allies did more forttaeir 
own conventional defence. 


“ If we pledge ourselves to try to 
put those things right, I think there 
is a very good chance that Senator 
Nunn wfll feel that the alliance and 
in particular the Europeans are 
doing some of the things he felt 
necessary ,” he daid.
